Tne announcement of the sus- 
pension came like a thunderbolt on the ex- 
change.

The immediate result of the failur^ on 
the stock exchange was a decline of one to five 
points.

A TALK WITH GOULD.

The people will regain their senses and then 
there will be orders here from all over S the 
country from persons eager to pick np • >ar- 
gains. The condition of the banks is excel! int. 
Every one will see there can be no panic w lile 
the banks stand together. I am sure all' the 
excitement is at an end. I never expected to 
see Western Union sell below fifty, how4 rer. 
The company is certainly earning its dividends, 
and the trouble only adds to its business, I 
should suppose some brokers might have real- 
ized that fact.

The captain of the Mary Martini 
says be wistled three times as a warning to the 
boat when 700 yards away, and supposed the 
sailboat would not attempt to run across her 
course. When he saw she was bound to do so he 
was one hundred and fifty yards away, and 
stopped the engines in his boat, and had almost 
stopped when he struck the sailboat.

Col. Vilas for the Capital Commission 


Argues the Case for Four 


Hours,

As Bismarck has two well organized compa- 


nies of militia and is interested in the organi- 


(zition of the militia, General Sherman's views 
' on the subject of state militia will be of some 
import and significance at this time. The same 
arguments which the great general advances in 
favor of a state militia are applicable to the 
formn'ation of a territorial militia, and espec- 
ially so to Dakota. In writing to a committee 
of St. Louis militia officers, who had requested 
him to accept the brigadier generalship of the 
State militia, explaining that he could not do 
so because of his relations with the service of 
the general government, he adds: 


"Nevertheless, I want you to feel that I, who 


am now a resident and taxpayer of the state, 
appreciate the patriotism and the great honor 
due the nien who, under such adverse circum- 
stances, have organized themselves into compa- 
nies and regiments to give stability and protec- 
tion to the lives and property of the people. I 
want to encourage yon to patience and perse- 
verance all I can, for I honestly believe that the 
time is near when our people who love peace 
and its enjoyments will realize that these are 
only p<>-sible by being prepared for war; not 
war in the sense of great battles, but war to 
protect life and property, which is the chief 
object of all government. A court without a 
sheriff would be a farce, a city withont a police 
force would be a pandemontrm, so a state 
withont militia becomes the subject of ridicule. 
By our laws, customs and usages the sheriff and 
police are paid and maintained by the commu- 
nities they guard, but from old prejudices dating 
300 years back in English history an army is 
regarded in this country as unnecessary, or as 
dangerous to the republic. Although the army 
and militia have saved this government in three 
great cases, this old prejudice has gone on and 
has cost the republic of" the United States 
thousands of millions of dollars; but the people 
now realize that prevention, is cheaper than cure. 
The general government will help the militia 
somewhat, and the state mnst complete the sys- 
tem whereby a suitable armed* force shall be 
always maintained for its own security 
It is 


simply a disgrace that the yonng men, generally 
poor, should be expected to form companies, 
regiments and brigades, furnish their own 
armories, uniforms, arms, equipments and am- 
munition, and subject themselves to restraint 
and discipline to be used at the pleasure of the 
state authorities, a la Pickwick, provided they 
pay their own expenses. I say the time has 
passed when this absurdity should longer exist, 
and the state of Missouri, as well as the other 
states of this great union, should make suitable 
provision for its militia, as Washington advised 
a hundred years ago, and as common decency 
and justice now demand. The state guard, 
limited to saj one regiment of 600 men to each 
congressional district, representing about 160,- 
000 of population, should be liberally provided 
for by state taxation.

ning covered with gore and glory. He explained 
to a reporter that while hunting in Montana, 
he was elated by the sight of a big fat buffalo 
bull. Preparing for the fray, he took aim and 
"banged away." The ball struck the unspect- 
ing animal in the thigh, inflicting a alight 
wound. But the old "buff" took the nine as an 
insult and insisted on an apology or revenge. 
At the time of the shot, the banter and animal 
were about twenty rods apart, but the inter- 
vening space was rapidly decreased. Wheeler 
never saw a time when he could so truthfully 
repeat that immortal quotation that "distance 
lends {enchantment." But the enraged beast 
would not,enchant, and before another bullet 
could be sent as a mild checkmate, he was tear- 
ing down upon the (marksman with terrible 
fury. Mr. Wheeler struck out for a tree, and 
just as he jumped for the lower limb, the bnf- 
fals struck the tree with terrific force, one of 
his horns tearing a ravine in Mr. Wheeler's 
right calf. 
As the animal backed np for 


another bunt, part lally stunned by the sudden 
meeting with the tree, the terrified hunter 
scrambled to a safe height in the tree, and, 
strange to say, managed to hold to his gun. 
Now it was time for human vengeance, and the 
animal came forward again with another crash 
and a snort, and the dried limbs of the tree 
flew like sputters in a cyclone. When the hero 
of the story [regained sufficient self-possession 
to know that he waa still alive—bat not on 
earth—and that the tree waa large enough to 
resist the attacks of the ferocious bull- he dis- 
charged several bullets into 1 his antagonist's 
body. The latter fell panting, roaring, snort- 
ing, and tossing the dast in great rolling- clouds 
above him.

Properly Killed. 


Mr. White, who lives on the reservation south 


of the city, was startled Snnday morning by 
finding the corpse of a man on the sand hills 
about fifteen miles south of the city. On in- 
vestigation it was found that on Friday hut, 
while Treasurer Anderson, of the school dis- 
trict in that locality, was in the city he drew 
$300 for the construction of a school building 
aud deposited it in one of the banks of this 
city. While away from his home, where he left 
his Wife and little boy, two men of suspicions 
appearance called at the bouse and demanded 
entrance, which was refused by Mrs. Anderson. 
The door was closed and locked, bnt the in- 
truders succeeded in prying it partly open, and 
pointing revolvers in the opening said they had 
come' for what money there was in the house, 
and requested that it be banded over. The lit- 
tle son, with commendable pluck, grabbed the 
shot gun, which was loaded, and discharged its 
contents into the right breast and shoulder of 
one of the robbers, and waa about to give the 
other vagrant a dose of lead when his mother 
prevented him. The wounded man fell into 
the arms of his chum, who made his escape 
withont ceremony, taking the lead burdened 
comrade with him. It is believed that the 
body found is that of the man who was shot by 
the boy. Undertaker Smith and L. N. Griffin 
went ont yesterday and brought the corpse to 
the city. 


The Horse Thieves. 


The horse thieves who recently stole a number 


of valuable horses from Mr. John Staley of 
McLean county, as stated in a previous issue of 
the TBIBBONE also succeeded in getting away 
with 110 head of animals belonging to the In- 
dians of Ft. Berthold agency. 
The Indians 


followed the thieves a number of miles thinking 
they were Crees, bnt upon discovering that they 
were whites gave np the chase. 
It is reported 


anthoritively that the day before Staley's horses 
were stolen the thieves were seen in a ravine by 
one of the Le Boy bros., and also by a Swede 
farmer in the vicinity, neither whom of dared to 
interfere with their plans or molest them. The- 
opinion is prevalent that the farmers are afraid 
to arrest the band in their depredations and 
bold robberies and if this is the case, it is time 
that some good blood and courage was sent to 
the county of McLean. It is conceded that the 
gang is nnder the leadership of the notorious 
Jim Smith who has already gained a reputation 
on the James order. Let the farmers and citi- 
zens generally of McLean county combine in a 
determined effort to put an end to horse stealing, 
capture a few of the infesting band, hang them 
on the spot and leave their remains dangling to 
a pole or tree as a specimen of the just rewards 
of horse thieves, who are pouncing down upon 
the hard earned property of the farmers and there 
will be an abrupt end to horse-stealing in 
that prosperous region.•»»i 


The Bone Money. 


One of the enterprises which is bringing s 


vast amount of money into the country and 
putting it in circulation among the farmers, is 
that of J. C. Nndd and others, in the gathering 
and shipment of bones. Hundreds of teams 
are now engaged in the work, and hundreds ot 
tons of bones are being bought at the rate of 
eight dollars per ton. This gives the farmers 
and laborers an opportunity to make a neat 
sum outside of their regular income. 
The 


money I made in this way is virtually found. 
In printers parlance it IB a pick-up and a "fat" 
one at that. For the present the bones are 
being shipped to Philadelphia, where they are 
ground'and sold for fertilizing purposes, bnt it 
is the aVowed intention of Mr. Nudd and his 
associates, to erect a mill in Bismarck and have 
it in operation the coming fall and winter, 
manufacturing bone meal. While them bones', 
which are strewn in immense nnmbers.bver the 
prairies in Dakota, have been looked upon as 
useless by the settlers, they are of great value 
and now the men who are making from five to 
twenty lollars per day in gathering them and 
bringin | them to market, realize this fact.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Fire broke ont at 


Willard's hotel this morning. It •originated in 
a room in the basement, just north of the main 
office, the flames* running between the floors, 
reaching the main part of the building, then 
communicating to the coal elevator and no 
through the house. Dense volumes of smoke 
soon began to pour through the building and 
became stifling. The boirders tyere soori (hur- 
riedly packing their valuables together. In 'ihe 
extreme northwest corner of the sixth story 
appeared a colored boy and three servant girls, 
who were entirely cnt off by the smoke from the; 
stairways. They remained at the window and 
kept their heads clear until ladders were raised 
for their escape. At the north side of the build- 
ing the firemen took two servant girls out of the 
topmost window, and more from the third story. 
While the smoke was pouring from nearly every 
part of the building, the familiar figure of Mr. 
Josslyn, assistant secretary of the interior, ap- 
peared at one of the Fourteenth street windows, 
carefully carrying three ladies hats, which he 
dropped safely to the ground, amid the cheers 
of the crowd. When the smoke first grew very 
thick, a gentleman appealed at one of the Wr st, 
windows opening on the street. He bad evi 
dently just got up, and having been awakened 
by the noise, he quietly went to work to dress 
and make his toilet, and when completed 
packed bis grip sack, and sitting on his" window 
sill waited patiently, without saying a word, 
until a ladder was hoisted for his relief. There 
was a panic among the guests, but all reached 
the street in safety. The damage by the fire is 
small, but the hotel was well deluged with 
water. The loss frcm this cause wiil reach 
$15,000. At the H street corner the spectators 
were much interested in watching Col. Morri 
son, the representative from Illinois, rescuing 
his papers and personal property from the sup- 
posed impending destruction. When the first 
alarm came, Col. Morrison seized a large trunk 
and flung it out of a window on F street, the 
trunk bursting as it rebounded from the brick 
pavement. He then descended to the str et, 
and from the outside directed the movements 
of several men as they pitched his personal 
effects from a window. 


In the house, among the measures considered 


was the bill providing that hereafter no terri- 
tory shall form a constitution or apply for ad 
mission as a state into the Union until it shall 
contain a permanent population equal to that 
required in a congressional district in order to 
entitle it to representation in the house. Kasson 
criticised the bill as useless and in violation of 
the spirit of the constitution, that it denied 
to the people of the territories the right of peti- 
tion in its highest, form. Hardman denied that 
the bill touched upon the right to petition, but 
declared it merely an injustice to old states. It 
would not give to the people of'the territories a 
basis of representation which old states did not 
have.

because it would have a moral emphasis, and 
because it was nothing t nt a fair and just res- 
triction on the rights of people or squatter 
sovereignly. Brents protested against the bill 
as working an injustice to the people of the 
territories.

It waa, he thought, time 
for congress to announce that it was the policy 
of the country that the great people in the great 
states were no longer to be overridden by ad- 
mitting states on the frontier, when they bad a 
population insufficient to make a respectable 
town in oneof the older states.

Before ten o'clock, Wilson, 
Robinson & Co., and Goff & Bandall, announced 
their suspension, and

mediately from 1 to 3% per cent, as compared 
with yesterday's closing prices. Soon after, O. 
M. Bogart & (Jo., brokers, suspended, and as- 
signed to John Wheeler, with preference of 
$86,000. Then the Phoenix bank refused to 
certify the checks of Hatch & Foote, causing

Reporters in New York city are divided 


into three classes—first-class space men, 
reg- 


ular members of a staff and hangers-on. I 
have known space men to make from $100 to 
$200 a week on The New York Herald but it 


«» goes without saying that a man whose work 


is so valuable that his weekly bills for any 
considerable period of time average such 
figures, .would soon be compelled to accept a 
salary or find he must divide his service 
with other papers. A good space writer, 
whose work is acceptable and reliable need 
find no difficulty in making bills, on a great 
paper like Tne Herald, ranging between §60 
and $80 a week. Of course, if he is very in- 
dustrious and personally a favorite, there is 
no reason why he should not make half as 
much more on The Sun or The Times, but I 
find, upon careful investigation that the av- 
erage space man is very well contented with 
a steady and certain income of §50 a week 
on any of the leading papers. There are re- 
porters here who receive $100 a week, but 


' they are rare, probably not more than five 


in the city. Good staff men range from $30 
to $60 a week, and it is understood that staff 
men are to do no work on any other paper. 
This lule does not apply to space men, al- 
though there are attached to each New York 
newpaper space men who are to all intents 
and purposes on the staff. 
They have desks 


in the offices, they are expected to look in 
regularly at the hours of assignment to 
duty, and generally to be at the beck and 
call of the city or managing editor, accord- 
ing to the nature of their duties. 


MEN OF ALL WOKK. 


No honest, intelligent reporter need be a 


hanger-on, unless he so prefers. A hanger-on 
is a man who is paid by space, but is not 
recognized as a regular attache. 
He is a 


man who makes -55 or $50 a week, according 
to exigencies and opportunities. Now, these 
three classes of reporters, occupying many 
grades of intelligent influence and income, 
fill a majority of the columns of all the news- 
papers published in America. They do the 
gay and festive, the sad and solemn. They 
picture with glowing pen the beauties of a 
ball, and paint with sombre brush the dirges 
of a funeral; they sae incoming steamers for 
earliest intelligence; they give a sketch of the 
ghastly morgue; they attend the president 
across the Brooklyn bridge or rush with 
policemen to extricate the wounded from a 
collision; they make one of the damp and dis- 
mal party on the outside of an humble vil- 
lage, waiting to display in characteristic 
terms the efforts of a Sullivan and a Slade. 
They spend honrs in the gloomy recesses of 
the comptroller's office seeking the sources of 
"coupon frauds." They watch the acting of 
an Irving or take down the utterances of a 
Talmage. From the discovery of a foundling 
in a basket on Mr. Somebody's doorsteps, 
through every walk of life until the closing 
of the grave upon the dead, the reporter 
paints, pictures, pencils, sketches, describes 
everything known to human existence. 


REPORTOBIAL VERSATILITY. 


Reporters differ in many ways. Some are 


purely descriptive, in some a bump of humor 
is magnificently developed, some permeate a 
story, short or long, with indices of personal- 


- ity. Others are cast iron in recital, and make 


their stories as piquant as an algebraic prob- 
lem. A good reporter, gifted with normal 
spirits and health is a thing of beauty and a 
joy forever in any well-regulated newspaper 
office. Every door is open to him, and the 
field of life is spread before him with its sun- 
shine and its shadow. In the course of an 
evening he talks with presidents and walks 
with princes, he sits with the sorrowful and 
mourns with the humble. In church to-day, 
in jail to-morrow, merrily dancing with 
Arion this evening, deep down in coal pits 
with striking miners some other evening. 
Now he interviews a magnate of the ladn, 
and now takes the dying deposition of a 
butchered thief. Part of an evening is spent 
in the cathedral fair, part in a political meet- 
ing, part in police headquarters, part in the 
debris of a railroad collision. No place is 
too sacred, none .too lowly, no man is too 
high, too rich, too great for him to ap- 
proach, 
none 
too 
poor, too humble 


for him to serve. 
He is as much 
at 


home in 
the palace of a millionaire 


as in a hospital ward of a prison. He 
writes with equal readiness the glib utter- 
ances of a 
befrilled 
bishop and 
the 


harrowing confession of 
a 
poor 
devil 


in the Tombs. 
A good reporter must 


be discreet. 
How much he hears he 


cannot tell, how much he knows it would 
not be fair for him to reveal. He sees the 
best and worst types of society,, and has his 
hand more constantly upon the pulse of af- 
fairs than any minister, lawyer, doctor or 
merchant. The work of the American re- 
porter speaks volumes daily for itself. Now 
and then one is deceived and misled, fooled; 
but by men at large, from Maine to Georgia, 
from New York to Oregon, the American 
reporter holds his own in the interesting, the 
instructive and the entertaining. 


NO GREAT EDITORS. 


Our editorial newspaper men can very 


readily be disposed of. The day of isms has 
very largely gone, and they are really never 
great in the field of discussion. As white 
plumed knights, they are of no special use. 
In the early days of Bryant, G-reeley and the 
great editorial lights east, when abolition, 
free soil, free speech and a thousand and one 
closely 
contested governmental questions 


•were at hand, by which 
one sat while 


the 
other 
must 
necessarily 
stand, 


there 
was 
opportunity 
for 
dis- 


tinctive, unmistakable utterances. 
Now, 


with the exception of the tariff, there is 
nothing for people to discuss in which there 
is involved the faintest degree of principle, 
and the consequence is that we have no great 
editors. The average reader understands an 
editor to be one who writes on the editorial 


,.-. 
page, and it is in that sense that I speak. 
Technically there is but one editor to a news- 
paper, and he is the responsible head of tha 
whole concern, but it has become usage to 
dignify men who write on the editorial page 
with the term editor. Much of the matter 
printed on the editorial page of this country 
is awkwardly expressed, much is in tha 
shape of reporting; in other words, simple 
statements of fact without the faintest parti- 
cle oi opinion expressed. Indeed, so far as 
utility or influence is concerned, nineteen- 
twentieths of the matter printed might just 
as well never have been written. Editorial 
writers in New York receive from $25 tc 
$300 a week. I believe there are two in this 
city who receive $300 a week, quite a num- 
ber whose annual salary is $10,000, man; 
who receive $5,000, and a great many more 
who average $50 a week."

Eev. Dr. Armstrong, of Richmond, rector of the 
church of which Marshall wan in attendant, 
offered prayer. Chief Jnstics Waite then made 
the speech of the day. Af te: relating the bis- 
t >ry of the inception and progress of the move- 
ment fur the erection of a suitable monument 
by the bar of the United Sti ,tes to the memory 
of the chief justice, and alluding to the great 
value of his legal servic a ,o tbe country, Mr.

The 
tickets will be numbered and allotted to par- 
ticular seats, as is done in theaters and opera 
houses. The owner will return bis ticket and 
his coupon ^ill be good for successive Cessions, 
of the convention. This will prevent more 
than one person obtaining admittance at any 
one session on the same ticket. A limited 
number of tickets have been sst apart for those 
who subscribed to the fund for defraying the 
expenses incident to holding the convention. 
These tickets will be distributed by the local 
coi mitteesjin charge. Owing to the vast num- 
ber of weekly newpapers, it hae not been found 
possible to1 make any provision for them. 
Ample arrangements will be made for the 
accomodation of several press associations, and 
also tor as large a number of reporters for the 
daily newspapers as maybe possible. With a 
proper regard for the business of the convention 
and the convenience of the delegates, it has 
been suggested by several-newspaper men that 
such daily papers as desire to make special re- 
porte, should make early application for the 
number of seats they require, so that when the 
sub committee meets again, they will have a 
correct idea of the wants of the press and can 
then determine what is best to be done with 
such applications as are sent. Hon. John C. 
New, chairman of the sub-committee, will list 
and present to thai, committee at a proper time 
for consideration, all othei tickets, being those 
for delegates; altercates, and for general ad- 
mission to tbe convention. This will be care- 
fully arranged and turned over by the sub- 
committee to the national committee at the 
next session'in Chicago, on May 31. The mem- 
bers of the national committee from each state 
and territory will have charge of tickets for bis 
state or territory, and will at the same time 
distribute tickets to the delegates according to 
the numbers and in just proportion. Thus, 
delegates from each state and territory will have 
distribution tickets assigned thereto, and they 
are therefore the proper and only persons to 
whom to apply. 


The comptroller of the currency to day re- 


ceived a letter from S. Criba, examiner in 
charge of the Marine National| bank of New 
York, saying: "Iha bank is insolvent, and will 
have to be placed in the hands of a receiver." 
The letter gives no figures or details. The ex- 
aminer's report b expected tomorrow. Can- 
non, comptroller of the currency, formally en- 
tered upon his duties today. 


The influences are still at work on both sides

In the senate, Mr. Van Wyck's resolution di- 


recting the secretary of the interior to withhold 
from the Northern Pacific, patents to contain 
and grants was discussed, but not acted upon. 
The Indian appropriation bill was considered, 
and a long deljjate ensued on the question of 
Indian education. 


In the house today a bill was introduced by 


Payson to restrict the ownership of teal estate 
in the territories to American citizens. It pro* 
hibits any nonresident or alien who has not 
declared his intention to become a citizen of the 
United States from acquiring, holding or pos- 
sessing any real estate in the territories. Bills 
were introduced placing General Grant on the 
retired list of the army, and half a dozen tariff 
and internal revenue bills, inclndirg that of 
Mr. Hewitt,'of New York. Several bills refer- 
ring to the District of Columbia were passed. 


Cut Bates. 


DKNVEB, Col., May 12.—For some days the 


passenger rates from Denver to the Missouri 
river have been in a very unsettled condition, 
but not until today has a cut been openly 
declared. The agents of the Burlington & Mis- 
souri, Union Pacific and Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe announce a cut unprecedented in the 
history of western roads, viz.: $5 to Kansas 
City; St Louis, $8.50; Chicago, $1450; New 
York, $28; in fact are selling tickets at any 
principal eastern point for Kansas City at that 
-ate to that point, and as eastern roads refuse 
the prorataon the cut, the result is as above 
named, thejroads conveying through passengers 
freet« Kansas City. Pool Commissioner Dan- 
iels today issued a circular, ordering a restora- 
tion of rates, to take effect on the 15th instant. 
This order rill surely be ignored.
